And we are asked to give an opimion ‘‘on
the duty of the minority, if the majority shall

The inquiry
was answered by anticipation om Monday,
when we remarked 1hat *“‘the will of the peo-
pli when onoe declared, always ohallenges
and commands respect.’ The rule would
hold good in the eveut of Demoocratio success
next November. Ounly let it be proved that
a majority of the whole people freely and
fairly express w preference for Beymour tor
the Presidenocy, aud the friends of Grant will
quistly bow to the verdict. The Republican
party never did aud never will violently re-
gist & judgment lawfally pronounced through
the ballot-box. Can the Demoorats say as
much 7

It must be rememberad that the leaders of
the Sonthern wing of the Democracy have
made their willivguess to submit to a Repub-
lican majority counditional upon that majority
being composed of white men. They have
declared that a majority formed of black
votes shall not be respected. Wade Hampton,
in his Union Bguure speech, at the close of
the New York Convention, pressed this point
strongly. He eallad npon his hearers to reg-
ister an oath thatif there is a majority of
white votes for the Democratio ticket, they
will “‘place SBeymounr and Blair in the White
House in spite of all the bayonets that may
be brought against them."” Aund the New
York Democracy respounded enthusiastically
to the proposition. Others may not have put
the question gnite so categoriocally, but in
substance it has been publioly propounded a
hundred times since the canvass began.
Again and again Southern orators have de-
olared that inssmuch as ours i8 a ‘‘white
man's Governmeut,”’ the election of its Exe-
outive shall not be regulated by colored votes.
If the freedmen help to swell the Democratic
ranks—well, if they chooss the other}side, and
Grant be elected by reason of their votes, the
result shall not be acquiesved in. This is the
dootrine of the extremists, and is the basis of
an issue which the World has thus far
evaded,

Another and more formidable one growing
out of the Blair exposition of Exeoutive daty,
ratified as it has been by the assembled repre-
gentatives of the party. According to the
Bcliuy thus authoritatively proclaimed, it will

8 incumbent on Mr. Beymonr, if elected, to
set aside the new governments as null and
vold, and, with the help of the military, to
disperte them ausd re-establish the order of
things which Congress abolished, This pro-
graufiue involves the forcible destrootion of
govérnmeuts organized under the law, and
whose validity Congress has recognized, the
overthrow of Constitntions which have besn
ratifled by a majority of the people, the dis-
franchisement of the freedmen in defiance of
existing law, and the restoration to power of
Rebel leaders in spite of the disability imposed
by the Fourteenth Awmendment.

Now, thongh Republicans will in good faith
submit to the decision of the majority, what-
ever it be, they can hardly be expected to con-
cur in 80 gross an act of Executive nsurpation
as the Democracy contemplate, or 8o revolu-
tionary & method of undoing the results of the
recongtruction policy. If undone at all it
must be in conformity with methoda indicated
by the Constitution and by local law. It must
be, a8 the World mnot long ago admitted,
through the instrumentality of the very Gov-
ermments which the Beymour party propose

summarily and suddenly to sweep away. It
must, in fact, be gradual, and by processes
defined by the local Constitutions. lan,

of ocourse, implies the exercise by the freed-
men of the snffrage now in their hands, and
the interposition of agencies which in every
reconstruocted State—Georgia alone excapted —
are wholly controlled by Republicans. Iz it

robable that the latter would tamely yield to

emocratic dictation, and surresder without
a stroggle the privileges and authority con-
ferred by law? [sit reasonable to suppose
that the dispersion of Governments, the dis-
franchisement of hundreds of thonsands of
voters, and the restoration of the old slave
oodes, could be effscted without bitter and
prolonged strife! And if in these circum-
stanoes disturbauces occurred, would not re-
sponsibility attach to the party who wautonly
assail the rights of States, and, under the
pretence of executiog the national will, wonld
" place their control in the hands of minorities ?

There is no davger of unlawful action on the
part of Republivans, They are contsnding in
this election for the maintenance and the su-
preme authority of law. They insist that so
far as reconstriotion ia an accomplished faoct
it shall be respected, and that changes in the
Constitutions or Governments of the restored
States shall be effected by prescribed lagal
methods, This is the policy of law and order,
and therefore of trae liberty.

On the other hand, there is very obvious
danger in the line of aclion marked ont for &
Demooratic President by the New York Con-
vention. That policy i8 one of umsarpation
sl violemoe., It i3 & polioy of wanlon ag-
gresglon as againgt the majority of Boathern
voters. It is a polioy which,' under cover of
one igsne, proposes to determiue anoiher—
which, under the plea of settling a privciple,
would ivaugurate revolation, No smonnt of
sophistry can hide this fact, No affsotstion of
respeot for public opinion can divert attention
frome the outrage whioh the Demoocrats would
Inflict upon lawful suthority and rights exist.

The above total Lherafore reprasei s the exact
Amount which the Tieasnry of Lbe Unlted States
has recelved from sources other than loans
slnce Lhe close of the war."

The reader will please notice that a large
portion of this stopendous sum is in gold.
About §647,000,000 of it was received in duties
on imported goods; and if we reckon the pre-
mium at 40 it will amount to 218,500,000,
80 that the total revenues of the Government
since the close of the war reach the amazin
sum of more than §1,758 000,000 in lawfal
;m;:;ey, or nearly three-fourths of the public

ebt.

The faot that such a deluge of revenue has
been poured into the Treasury sinos the close
of the war, naturally leads to the inquiry what
has been done with it. Before pursuing this
inquiry, let us pause a moment to ask what
use the common sense of the taxpayers wounld
naturally expect and demand ghonld be mads
of so({)mdlgiuu a ravenus. The expectation
would of course be, that it would have gone to
diminish the public debt. Unsophisticated
common sense can reconcile itsell to mo
other disposal of a revenue so enormous.
But when we turn to the reports and state-
ments of the Becretary of the Treasury—tha
highest authority on such subjects—we fiad
that the public debt has been reducsd
only some $220,000,000, In his annual
report for 1866, that oflicer stated that the
public debt reached its highest point on the
d1st of Aungust, 1800, when its amonnt, less
the cash in the Treasury, was $2 757 803,086,
On the 1st of September, 1868, as we learn
from the official statement of the same antho-
rity, the amount of the publio debt less the
cash in the Treasury was $2 555,614, 313, The
total diminution of the debt is, therefore, only
$222,180,373 ont of an income amounling to
§1,040,668,553, althongh a large part of this
income was in gold, and not a dollar of gold
has been paid to diminish the public debt, It
appears therefore that between thirtesn and
fonrteen hundred million dollars have besn
spent since the close of the war, by the party
whoge extravagance and mismanagement have
8o damaged the public credit that the preminm
tllgﬁgﬁold has been increased 20 per cent. since

In the face ot 80 enormous and so indispu-
table a revenue, it is no wonder that the Re-
publican party feels pressed by the persistent
demand of the country to know what has be-
come of g0 much monsy, Mr. Edward Atkin-
son, with the assistance of his backers, has
invented a fletion, never thought of 1ill last
week, which makes the maximum dsbt six or
seven hundred millions greater than the
Becretary of the Treasary reported it to be
when at the highest point, and accouants for
the disappearance of 80 much revenne by say-
ipg that more than eight hundred millions of
it have gone to extinguish tha principal of the
debt. A fiction whioh is in such Usgrant con-
flict with the oflivial statements of the Saore-
tary of the Treagury, is ridiculous. If it be
true, why waa it reserved for Mr. Edward
Atkinson to discover and aunouuce it lsat
week ! If it be true, as Mr. Atkinson pre-
tends, that ope-fourth of the public debt has
been extingnished since the close of the war,
why has the public credit besn steadily
depreciating, as is attested by the eonstant
rite in the premiom on gold 7  This last ques-
tion involves an argument to which thers can
be no valid answer. If, a8 Mr. Atkinson pre-
tends, the expenses of the Government have
been less siooe the war thau in Mr. Ba-
chavan's time, and if mors thun eight hoa-
dred millions of the public debt have been
piaid, the necessary oconsequence would have
been a great improvemsent in the credit of the
Government. If any oitizen gets confnsed by
sophistical, dishonest figures, here is a test by

which he can easily satiafy himsell of their
falsity. Under good mansgemsut, the oredit
of the Government should have steadily im-
proved from the olose of the war forward. The
preminm on gold, instead of constantly rising,
ghould bave constantly fallen, If eight hun-
dred millions of the public debt had been
ttall{ pald, and the Goverasment had really
cost less eince the war thau it did under Presl-
dent Buohauao, the preminm on gold, iustead
of haviog goune up twenty per cent., would
Lave gone down at least twenty per cent., and
the eredit of the Government would be by this
time ro for re-established that we should be
on the eve of resnming specie payments,
Among the hall-dozen conolusive refu'ations
of Mr. Atkinson’s foolish and impuodent pre-
tenses, this ia perhaps the shortest, They are

ntterly Incopsistent with the sinking oredit of
the Government, In congequencs of whioh ths
premwiom on gold has nearly doabled sinos the
ologe of the war, The oredit of the Govern-
ment is regulated by the same prineiplss as
Miat of & merchant. 1f a wan's notes are poll-

ing at & disconnt, it ia & sure evidense that his
oredit is mot thal discount gonatantly

inorenses nabll it In'denbls, it I8 a Bure evi-
den h:rw understand his affairs
think ther badly anaged.

Binoce the opening of the Presidential cam-
Fnign wo have read quite a number of Repub-
ican stump speeches replete with perversion
of facts and misrepresentaion of the real alms
and isenes of the canvass. Bat we are free to
eay that we have never seen one so exubsrant
in flotion, so stodionsly and meanly disinge-
nuons, 80 bare-faced and unscrupulous in
mendacity—in a word, so orammed with dis-
honest assnmptions and hypooritical preten-
#ions from beginning to end —as that deliversd
by the Hon. George 8. Boutwel), as Presideut
of the late Republioan State Convention. It
bears npon its face the stamp of the dema-
gogue, who relles upon his wits rather thao
upon the merita of his cause to make au im-
pregsion, who cares not for justics to his oppo-
nents, and is ready at all times to fly in the
face of political history, when the admission
of its truths would condemn him. Sach a
palpally dishonest sprech, in ordinary times,
wonld be hardly worth the troubls of review-
ing; yet, in the present excited state of the
public mind, when the grossest falsehoods
pa#s for current faots, and are swallowed by
the credulons withont reflsotion, it is mneces-
sary that these attempts to mislead the people
should be exposed i order that the issnes
before them may be kept clear and distinet,
We propose in thia article to touch upon a
pingle point.

Mr. Boutwell commences his speech by
gaying, that *‘the issnes before the country are
the same, substantially, as the isaues of 1864."
Either here is an unblushing, brazen falsehood
to begin with, desigued to cajole the voters of
Massachusetts into the snpport of the Republi-
oan ticket, or that party is an acknowledged
failure. In 18064 we were engaged in a civil
war, which was being prosecuted on the part
of the Noith (a8 the Republicens then said)
for the preservation of the Union and the Con-
stitution in their original sp rit and integrity.
The revolutionary desigos and polioy of the
radical leaders for the permanent overthrow
of republican government had then hardly
begun to crop out, and the radical party sap-
ported a man for the Presidency who was
pledged to readmit the fnsurrectionary States
back to the Uuion, with all their rights anim-.

aired, whepever they chose to submit to

federal anthority. The Dwemocracy, in that

campaign, supported as earnest & patriot as
Abraham Livcoln, and as Lrave a Union
eoldier as Geperal Graut, They took i<sae
with the dominant party only on the ground
of its extravagauce, corruption, abunse of
power, and arbitrary perscention of all who
dared to question its motive: or policy.

The war ia now over, and has basn for threa
years and a half; the heb.-lu have submitted
10 all the conditions required of them when
they laid down their arms, and there is now
no party, either North or South, which pro-
poges to reopen any of the issues decided by
that great conflict, The Democrats are in
favor of recognizing the fact that peace exists
avd that the UUnion is restored. But the radi-
cals continue to ignore that fact, A restored
Union upon an equal and constitutional basis,
does not comport with their ulterior apd revo-
lutionary projects; they have deliberataly
turned their backs upon all the peace pledges
made by Mr. Lincoln's admioistration, aod
will only congent to the return of the Soathern
Btates upon conditions whish they know are
absurd and impossible. Aund now, Mr., Bont.
well wonld have the people balisve that the
Rebellion is still nusabdued, and that the re-
tention of his party in power i8 the only
guaranty of peace, when it is mnotorions that
party has ocome to be the great aod ouly ob-
gtacle to peace and reconstravtion.

If the nationsl issues are, as ha asserts, tha
same now that they were in 1504, what a
damaging commentary i3 ths fact upon ths
ability and patriotism of the Republican party !
During all these feur yaars he has held nondis-
puted sway in the councils of the nation. Its
representatives in Congress have arrogated to
themselves all the power and functions of the
Government, and they have mouldead ita policy
withont restraint from the Execative, the
Judiclary, or even the Counstitation itsell.
It has organized military despotism, nsgro
despotism, carpet-bag crusades, and various
other tyrannical devices for ruling and crash-
ing the South into alject obedignce. It has
deliberately overridden its own lawa, (never
repealed) which prescribed the modes and
couditions for reorgauizing the Southern Stats
governments., Duaring all this time the paople
of the South have quistly submitted to these
dastardly ontrages, aud their wmilitary leaders
have gorupulously kept their parole of honor.
No hostile arm  has been ralsed in resistaoce
to the execution of thess mandates of arbitrary
power, which no Europsan dsspotism woald
dare to inflict npon its rubjects,

Avd yet after all this costly exparimanting
in the work of reconstruction, after all this
array of foroe, expenditure of treasure, and
extra constitutionsl legislation, the moath-
piece of this radical Congress gets np in a
Massachusetts State Convention, and makes
the homilisting confession that it has accom-
plished nothing; that the South still remains
unreconstracted; and that “the issues are vir-
tuelly the same as in 1864." 1f that is so, had
uot Mr. Boutwell and his radical force betier
have leave to retire from ths responsible posi-
tlons which they now hold with so little bens-
fit or credit to the nation, and lut some ablar
apd more honest men undertsks the work of
restoring peacs and progperity to the coan-
try, in which they have so wiserably failed 7

The visible signa by whioch the Demoorats
might indioate their disposition to do this were
even recognized by every one. First they
had to make the fourteenth amendment the
main polnt in their platform; and next to
pominate a8 their candidate for President a
o in whom the peopls had ocouvfidenos as
one who had believed in the war. Ilad they
atcepted this course, and thus, by a sublime
plece of tact put behind them the issnes of the
war—those towers of strength for the party
that was on the right side—they might have
fought the campaign ont to a good result; for
they wounld have had a clear fleld to thunoder
on the issue of party corrnption. With the
war iesues put aside, the blunders of radi-
caliem aud its corruptions, that had awakened
the reaction of 18G7, would have over-
whelmed it.

The other conrse open to the Demoosracy was
to be cousistent—we might say to ba honest,
if suoh a word as honesty had any application
to the case—to stick to its text—that old
formula of 1804, whioh declared the war to be
a failure and a gigantie injustice. By taking
this course the Demooracy wonld commit itaell
to a reactionary policy, and while it would
vommand the intense admiration of its extrems
admirers would rall{ all its foroe around its
strongest Idea, in & Democratio sense; it would
drive into the arms of the Ilepublicans all men
whose heads were clear as to our recent his-
tory. It was put on this course by the ex-
treme men in the Convention who maumavered
the nomivation of Seymour, and who repre-
sented the element that had opposed the Gov-
ernment during the war, Buollied or cheated
into compliance by these men, the Demooracy
may now see in the verdiot from Mains that
the people look npon it as merely fighting the
lost caute over sgain, and are as resolutely
determined that it shall not win as they were
when the arena of 4hat cause was the field of
battle.
